THE Kl ISSUS P.VrKK TRADE. 

According to The Times, the Rus- 
sian paper trade is in a bad way. The 
stoppage of the Waldhov factory at 
Pcrnow, which produced 00,000 ions of 
cellulose a year, and the German oc- 
cupation of the Wuclawsk cellulose 
factory, which turned out 32.000 tons 
of cellulose annually, have deprived 
the Russian paper industry of oo per 
cent, of the cellulose manufacture. 
Consequently, the paper mills arc 
obliged to turn to Finland. Norway and 
Sweden for this commodity, paying for 
the Finnish article a duty of 45 kopeks 
and lor the foreign 6- kopeks per 
pound tl 1-ld. and 1 'J- id. per lb,), not 
counting freight aud customs charges. 
Owing to the increased demand on the 
part of the Russian paper mills, and 
notwithstanding the entire absence of 
areas of timber and skilled laborers, 
the manufacturers believe that iu view 
of such unfavorable conditions, it will 
be hardly possible to expect a consid- 
erable development of the paper in- 
dustry In the near future, 

PAPER FROM SEAWEED, 



After ten years of experimentation, 
an F.nglisbman, Thomas Ingham, of 
Liverpool, claims to have developed a 
non-porous paper from seaweed, use- 
ful in the manufacture of cinemato- 
graph films, being non-inflammable, 
water and germ proof, and odorless.

There arc only about four hundred 
of tho Cedars of Lebanon left. High 
up on the rocky slopes. Hadrian 
sculptured his Imperial anathema 
against all who should cut these 
sacred trees. The Maronito peasants 
almost worship them and call them 
the "Cedars of the - Lord," and a re- 
cent Governor of the Lebanon has sur- 
rounded tbem by a great wall, so that 
the young shoots may not be injured 
by roving animals. Vet, century by 
century, tholr number grows less. 

But these few are of royal blood. 
They are not the largest of trees, 
though some of tho trunks measure 
over forty feet around. Their beauty 
lies iu the wjdc-spreading limbs 
which often cover a circle two or 
three hundred feet in circumference. 
Some are tall aud symmetrical, with 
beautiful horizontal branches; others 
arc gnarled and knotted, with invit- 
ing seats in tho great forks, and 
charming beds on the thick foliage of 
the swinging boughs. Tbe wood has a 
sweet odor, la very hard, and seldom 
decays. Tho vitality of tho cedar Is 
remarkable. A dead tree Is never seen, 
except when llghtntug or tho axe has 
been at work. Oftcu a great bough of 
one tree has grown into a neighbor, 
aud the two are so bound in together 
that it is impossible to say which is 
•be parent trunk. Perhaps the unusual 
strength and vitality of the cedars are 
due to their slow growth. 

When a little sprout, hardly walst- 
hlgh. is said to be ten or fifteen or 
twenty years old, one cannot help ask- 
ing, "What must be the age of the 
great patriarchs of the grove?" It is 
hard to tell exactly. There have 
been counted, with the aid of a micro- 
scope, more than seven hundred rings 
on n bough only thirty Inches in di- 
ameter. Those who have studied the 
matter deeply think that some of these 
trees must be more than a thousand 
years old. Indeed, there Is nothing 
wildly Improbable In the thought that 
perhaps the Guardian, for instance, 
I may havo been a young tree when 
' Hiram began cutting for tbo Temple 
at Jerusale m.

BROWN UMYERSITÎ. 

Brown has never shown herself too 
haughty to follow a good example set 
by another institution. To-day, when 
the future need of ability to speak a 
European language is being impressed 
on the hitherto self-sufficient one- 
tongued Americans as never before, 
Harvard's policy of requiring a can- 
didate for a baccalaureate degree to 
pass a stiff oral examination in 
French or German seems especially 
worthy of emulation in other colleges. 

The adoption of such a requirement 
at Brown might mean an increase in 
the amount of required language 
study in college; it would certainly 
mean a change in methods ef instruc- 
tion. The present over-crowded 
classes, in which written exercises 
outside of class, blackboard exercises 
In class, and prepared translation 
form the basis of the work, with con- 
versation as a mere sideline, would 
need to be re-organlzed. The Ameri- 
can-bred instructor whose capabilities 
extend little further thsn tho prc- 
criptlon of assignments of written 
work and translation and the mechan- 
ical ability to conduct a class, and 
who possesses no iota of power to in- 
spire a love for a language and to fill 
those under his tutelage with a zeal 
for its mastery might in some cases 
feel constrained to make way for suc- 
cessors fitted to make students feel 
more at borne with a language. Con- 
versation would have to occupy a 
larger part of tbe time spent in in- 
struction. 

The four ycarB of language study 
required for the A.B. and Ph.B. de- 
grees at Brown, even though not suf- 
ficient to give the utmost fluency in 
speaking a foreign language, should 
Insure a far greater ease in speech 
than is possessed by -Lbc average stu- 
dent to-day.

METALS ISED IN MAK15G SHELLS 

Tbo following figures furnish a 
comparison between the quantities of 
the different metals used iu the man- 
ufacture of the r.OOO.uOO shells, lor 
which orders have been placed in 
Canada, with our production of i.ucb 
metals in 1913: 

Steel used, 400,000 tons. In 1'jlZ It 
was estimated that the production of 
iron ore in Canada, 307,634 tons, did 
not exceed 3 per cent, of the country's 
requirements of iron in that year. 

Zinc used, contained in brass, 11,- 
200,000 pounds. No zinc was refined 
in Canada in 1013, but the exports of 
metallic zinc in ore shipped amount- 
ed to slightly over 7.000.000 pounds. 

Copper used, 55,000,000 pounds. The 
total production in 1913 was about 77.- 
000,000 pounds, and all of it was ex- 
ported for refining. 

Lead, 101,760,000 pounds. The pro- 
duction In 1913 was about 37.6fi5,u00 
pounds, of which over 97 per cent, 
was recovered ss refined lead.— W. J. 
D., in Conservation. 

MAKING WOODEN SHOES. 

A factory has Just been completed 
and Is iu operation at Everett, Wash.. 
manufacturing red cedar shoes from 
timber logged on tbe upper tributaries 
of the Snohomish River. Tbe wooden 
shoes aro now being used, quite ex- 
tensively by workmen in breweries, 
tanneries aud firemen and coal stok- 
ers on ocean liners. Where the feet 
must conic In close contact with hot 
grates, doors near strong acids, the 
I cedar wood has been found \o be tbe 
best non-conductor known.

l uitcd Stales. There are now more 
titan 100 members. Dr. Naon is hon- 
orary president. 

The Unhid States ambassador, Mr. 
Stlmson. was the first speaker at the 
dinner, lie explained briefly the pur- 
poses of tlii' club. 

Ambassador Naon said the increas- 
ingly close relations among the Amer- 
ican nations indicated that in the near 
future their intellectual, économie and 
BCniiuienta] union would produce a 
more powerful International force 
than had yet been known; a force 
which would be able to counterbal- 
ance any movement which might men- 
ace their harmony. 

in regard to the proposed Pan- 
American federation of universities, 
the ambassador said he believed the 
next meetiug of the University Club 
of New York migbv give defiuite form 
to the idea and asree ilial the seat of 
the new institution should be in 
lluenos Ayres. lie proposed the co- 
operation of the universities of North 
and South America, and of the gov- 
ernments of the various countries iu 
assembling funds for a creditable 
building. Such an institution. Dr. 
Naon suid. would be a new aud effec- 
tual Pan-American influence.
